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WELL-KNOWN SWEDES SAW THE NESSIE . 
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- OVAL DISC SEEN FROM STJARNVIK COMMUNITY 


Well-known Swedes saw the Nessie 

IT IS MONDAY the lOth of September, 1973- The hour is 12.50. The motor- 
cruiser Nicona, owned by the Scottish automobile—director mr. Jim McKel— 
vie, lies moored to the Temple Pier in Urquhart Bay, Loch Ness, just be¬ 
low the village of Drumnadrochit , 25 kilometres from Inverness. It is a 
gloriously nice autumn day. The sun is shining, and the lake lies dead 
calm. On board the mo tor— cruiser, one are preparing for lunch. 

TWELVE PERSONS are on board the Nicona,among them the Editor-in-Chief of 
the Swedish newspaper Goteborgs-Posten, mr. Lars Hjorne, and the Mana¬ 
ging Director of the Volvo Industries, mr. Pehr Gy11enhammar. They are 
brothers-in-law, and have their wives with them. Mr. Pehr Gyllenhammar, 
always very busy, is in Scotland on business, but the company have deci¬ 
ded to take a day off, and take a pleasure-trip on the Scottish lochs. 

MRS. ANNE HJORNE and mr. Pehr Gy11enhammar’s wife Christina are standing 
on the deck of the immobile Nicona,talking to each other, when they sud¬ 
denly catch sight of something big, which moves out on the lake. They 
stiffen up, look at each other, and shout: "Look! The monster! The mons¬ 
ter! " 
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SUDDENLY THERE IS lots of hurry and bustle on board. People stream up on 
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deck and look out over the lake. Most of' them have difficulties in loca 
ting it - and by then the monster has already taken a submarine posi¬ 
tion, just below the surface of the water. But everyone can clearly see 
the crests of the waves, the wake of the monster’s motions, on a distan¬ 
ce of 150-200 metres. The backwashes forms long, dark streaks. Everybody 
sees them, everyone is impressed by the sight. 

MR. LARS HJORNE grabs his miniature camera,a Kodak Retinette, and shoots 
three colorpictures of the crests of the waves out on the lake. There is 
no time for precise adjusting of the camera, since everything happens so 
quickly. 

THE EXCITEMENT ON BOARD the Nicona is considerable. For nearly three mi¬ 
nutes, the party observes the strange backwashes from the unknown,moving 
object. Then it all dissoIves,the object has dived deeper down below the 
surface of the water, and is no longer leaving visible traces. The mons¬ 
ter has disappeared in the by peat from brooks and streams dark-colored 
wa t er. 

THE MONSTER becomes the general topic of conversation during the most of 
the lunch. Everyone on board is convinced that they have observed some¬ 
thing strange, something which noone can explain. Everyone wonders: What 
exactly was it we saw? 

NEARLY A MONTH LATER, at home in Gothenburg, rnr. Lars Hjorne wrote a con¬ 
versational article about the happening, which was published in the news¬ 
paper Go teborgs-Po s ten on the ?th of October, under the caption "The 
monster lives". The newspaper Aftonbladet in Stockholm reprinted parts 
of the article,under the caption "When the Vo 1vo-Manager and the Editor- 
in-Chief of Go teborgs —Posten saw the monster..." But, in spite of mr. 
Lars Hjorne’s bantering,humorously spiced touch, and Aftonbladet s jolly 
comments to what they called "the dreadful experience", it was not meant 
that the story should be dispatched as a late joke of the dogdays.

MR. PEHR GYLLENHAMMAR: 

M It was in fact a remarkable happening. It was definitely something 
that moved out there in the lake, and we had plenty of time to observe 
the phenomena. Therefore the atmosphere on board became somewhat over¬ 
excited. But it was certainly not a case of hallucinations or optical 
illusions. Also, we were quite a lot of people who saw it. 

"Distances on the sea are hard to estimate under certain conditions, 
but I think that the distance from the boat to the crests of the waves 
was only 100, maximally 150 metres. Therefore we could see it very dis¬ 
tinctly. What it was? Of that I have no idea. But our Scottish friends 
said that it was the monster!"

Airliner met 15 UFO:s over Lisbon 

"1 HAVE 15.000 hours in flight behind me, and have never experienced 
anything like this",says a pilot from Malmo City in Sweden to the special 
correspondent of UFO-Sweden. 

IT WAS ABOUT three o’clock in the morning of January the 26th this year, 
that the Swedish airliner, a Boeing 727 on route from Las Palmas to Swe¬ 
den, met fifteen shining, discus-shaped objects at an altitude of 20.000 
metres over Lisbon, Portugal. 

WHEN THE V-SHAPED group had passed the airliner, a Portuguese TAP-plane 
called the ground control in Lisbon and reported that they had seen the 
same thing. Also, a Norwegian and an English crew reported that they had 
done the same observation - totally independent of each other! 

HOWEVER, the ground control could not catch anything on their radar. 


Gigantic UFO over Borlange City

dio antenna. Mr. Alvar Edvinsson was on the ground to check out the ad¬ 
justment of the antenna, when he caught sight of an oval, red, shining 
object, which appeared between the clouds. The time was then exactly 

17.53. 

THE MEN STATES to UFO-Sweden, that the object looked like a cigar, and 
that it must have been unusually big, since it seemed to have a length 
of at least one metre, and was at an altitude of 3.000 - 4.000 metres.

M IN THE UPPER PART of the yellow band of light, which was in about the 
same position as where I had seen it earlier, there had now formed a 
’rectangle-shaped thing with rounded corners’, which shone with all the 
colors of the rainbow. The size of the object,I apprehended to be as big 
as the sun, when I compared them. The light that was emitted varied in 
shape and intensity. It was intense,and in some strange way as strong as 
the sun. It pulsated and flamed with long intervals. It moved slowly,and 
disappeared among the clouds, in which the edges of the clouds became 
brightly colored."
